“Hopefully we won't see another 
one,” said Riker, “although with the 
possibility of whiteout and the rate 
of speed people go out there, I don’t 
know. T just hope we don't.” 

“I guess we're pretty lucky,” 
added Riker. “I heard of only one 
death at the scene. That’s amazing.” 


Sheriff still looking for

The Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department is urging any 
motorists that were involved in 
the December 31! accident on 
northbound 1-75 in Maple Forest 
Township and have not filed a 
police report to please do so by 
calling their nearest law enforce- 
ment agency. 


"We have received calls from 
as far away as St. Ignace from 
people who were involved in the 
accident but were afraid to stop 
and drove on to their destina- 
tion,” said Sheriff David Lovely. 
“We need this information for the 
official report we must compile.” 
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that a snow white out suddenly 
occurred. 

Employees at The Avulunche 
were listening to a police scanner 
and said Coe gave a desperate plea 
for the freeway to be shut down as 
he found himself among cars losing 
control and piling up near the 263 
mile marker in Maple Forest 
Township in Crawford County. 

The northbound lanes of 1-75 
were closed to avoid adding any 
more vehicles to the crash. 
Emergency crews from Northflight 
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and Otsego EMS arrived within 
minutes to begip ireating injuced 
motorists, as law enforcement offi- 
cials, as well as volunteer rescue 
personnel from all over northern 
Michigan, began extracting victims 
from vehicles that were, in some 
instances, piled three-high.

At the temporary shelter set up 
in the Frederic Elementary 
School cafeteria and gymnasi- 
um, victims of the massive acci- 
dent on northbound I-75 gath- 
ered and shared some thoughts. 

Tom Solak, 30, was travelling 
with his wife Lynne and his large 
Rottweiler, Bronx, from their 
home in Avon Lake, Ohio to visit 
his in-laws in the Upper 
Peninsula town of Garden for the 
holidays when the accident 
occurred. 

Driving a Chevy Lumina, he 
said, ““We were driving along at a 
pretty good speed when there 
was a white out of snow. We hit 
ice and then saw a lot of brake 
lights. I think I was the 15th to 
20th car in the pile-up.” 

Solak said that he believes his 
car is a total loss. 

Elaine Lockitski of White 
Lake said, “There was a chain 
reaction accident. Then there 
was a break, and then another 
chain reaction.” 

Cindy Peters of Marlette was 
travelling to Onaway with her 
little daughter Kristina in a F- 
150 Ford Pick-up driven by 
Peters’ brother John Wright. 
Peters said the only thing on the 
truck that was not smashed was a 
door. 

They suffered no injuries and 
Wright said they used their seat 
belts and Kristina was in a car 
safety seat with the passenger 
side air bag turned off. 

“We were at the 263.5 mile 
marker when we were hit,” said 


_ Wright. 


“I saw several little kids out 
there," said Peters. “But, every- 
one worked together. The emer- 
gency response was fabulous 
and unbelievable.” 

Kathy Meyer of Bloomfield 
Hills was riding with -her hus- 
band in a Jeep Cherokee. She 
said, “It sounded like we were in 
the middle of Iraq or Beirut. I 
keep wondering how we could 
be so lucky. There were so many 
people that were hurt out there.”

Hospital in Gaylord for treatment. 

One man died from injuries he 
received in the crash. Gary Hadwin, 
58, of Holt was killed and his wife 
Peggy remains in critical, but stable 
condition at Grayling Mercy 
Hospital. Michigan State Police 
Trooper James Volant said Hadwin 
was driving an Oldsmobile and was 
one of the last cars involved in the 
crash. 

Wreckers from four counties 
worked for hours to clear the free- 
way of damaged vehicles, as well as 
40-50 snowmobiles and trailers, 
hauling them to a temporary shelter 
set up by the Red Cross at Frederic 
Elementary School, so that the own- 
ers could gather their possessions. 

Red Cross workers stationed at 
the school helped feed and comfort 
approximately 200 crash victims 
that were shuttled to the school by 
Crawford County Transportation 
Authority Dial-A-Ride buses. 

According to Crawford County 
Deputy Art Clough and Crawford 
County Sheriff David Lovely, the 
Crawford County Emergency 
Management Team assisted by 
Michigan State Police 7th District 
Supervisor Mike Tillie, along with 
Central Dispatchers, answered over 
500 calls concerning the accident, 
including those from the media and 


With over 125 vehicles involved 
in what has been called by some 
law enforcement officials as the 
worst pile-up in northern Michigan 
history, many personal stories are 
born. 

The following is one of those sto- 
ries, recounted by Grayling resi- 
dent, Trudy Knipe, 51, a victim of 
the crash. She was driving a tiny 
1997 Ford Aspire that miraculously 
came out of the incident physically 
unscathed, as she did, and still run- 
ning. 

“On Thursday, December 31, 
1998 my youngest sister Ruby 
Miller (from River Rouge) and | 
started out for Gaylord in order to 
buy a snow machine part. .

“I started screaming and Ruby 
and [ both started running down the 
embankment. Crash after crash was 
happening. We stopped and all we 
could see were vehicles crashing 
right before our eyes. 

“Then, there was this huge, white 
semi truck and it looked just like it 
was coming toward us. Then the 
truck started to jack knife and, as it 
was whipping around, it hit a little

‘Oh, God,’ I 
kept screaming, ‘Help us all.' 

“Ruby, at this time, was running 
up the embankment, screaming for 
people to get out of their cars and 
run down the embankment. I guess 
they were probably so scared and in 
shock that they couldn't move. 

“If anybody ever saw the movie, 
The Terminator, that’s what it 
looked like with the semis. We 
could still hear the crashings going 
on even after we couldn't see them 
anymore. 

“{ was able to help some after 
that. I went and tried huddling with 
a mother and her children, standing 
in the snow, while her husband went 
to get blankets. Then, I looked back 
where I had jumped the fence. 
There were three small children 
standing together crying in the 
freezing cold. They had no hats and 
no mittens. I ran back to them and 
convinced them that it would be 
okay and had them come with me. 

“I took them to where the mother 
and children were and by that time 
the husband was there with a big 
cover that shielded the group some

from the wind and snow. 

“I started back up the embank- 
ment to see if I could see my sister, 
Ruby. After a while I saw her and 
she said that she had been helping 
people. 

“I remember at one point my 
hands were so cold [ couldn't hard-~ 
ly feel them. The I realized that [ 
had gloves in my pocket. 

“Afterwards, I was talking to the 
owner of the van in back of my car 
and he said that he had looked back 
just in time to see the white semi 
and knew at that point he and his 
wife were going to die. Suddenly it 
was just inches away from the side 


of his van and kept on sliding and’ 


then rolled over.. .. 

“Believe it or not, my car was still 
running and not touched after all of 
this. What happened that day will 
be with Ruby and me, and all the 
other people that were there, for the 
rest of our lives. 

“What happened in a few minutes 
seemed like hours at the time. It's 
like it wasn't real -- something a 
person would see in a movie. 

“T feel so awful for all of the other 
people that weren't as lucky as we 
were. We did a lot of praying that 
day. Ruby said our guardian angel 
was with us that day.” 

Ruby Miller was interviewed by 
a Detroit television station soon 
after the accident. According to 
Knipe, the interview was heard as 
far away as Mexico, where a friend 
of the family heard the broadcast 
and called to see if her sons, who 
were staying with Knipe family 
members, were alright. Everyone 
there is fine.

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AS WE END one year and begin another, a 
standard American practice is to take stock of 
what we are, where we are, and where we might 
be going. 

It’s sort of a soul-searching version of the tra- 
dition of New Year’s resolutions. 

It’s easy to dwell on the negative -- what’s 
wrong with my life, what's wrong with the world. 

But there’s plenty on the positive side, too, if 
only we have sense enough to recognize truth. 

We live in a pretty amazing country, with a 
pretty amazing history. 

Our Constitution has stood up for more than 
200 years with only relatively minor tinkering. 
Of course, equal rights amendments following 
the War Between the States and voting rights for 
women are not minor tinkering by any means, but 
the fact is that the basic Constitution, with its Bill 
of Rights, has stood the test of time unmatched in 
any other modem nation. 

The Civil War, in fact. may well have fractured 
many countries beyond repair, but the United 
States survived it, which is tribute to the men and 
women who steered the nation in the 1800’s just 
as the origins of the United States are tribute to 
the men and women who envisioned and fought 
for the new nation in the 1700's.

“Consider that 56 men signed the Declaration 
of Independence. Five were captured or impris- 
oned in the war that followed. Nine died of 
wounds or hardships. Twelve lost their homes.

last one of them was hunted. Most were driven 
into hiding. They were offered immunity, 
rewards, the return of their property or freedom 
of their loved ones if they would desert their 
cause. Not one did. Not one broke that pledge.” 

These claims were part of a promotion some 
time ago by the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United Stes, which focused on “What's Right 
With America.” 

Would leaders of our nation today, and the rest 
of us, have the mettle and the resolve to persevere 
as our founders did? One must wonder.

AMERICA HAS many strengths we tend to 
ignore or take for granted. Consider these points 
the Chamber campaign emphasized:

-- Health facilities and a medical delivery sys- 
tem of exceptional quality. 

-- A great wealth of investment capital, much 
of it waiting to be used in development of jobs 
and productivity. 

-- Extraordinary technical and scientific talent, 
constantly working to improve our living stan- 
dards and expand our knowledge of ourselves, 
our world and the universe.

Poll shows Americans are hopeful on the brink of a new 


Optimism is tempered by concerns over values, technology, Shell Poll SM finds 


Americans are approaching the 
new millennium with more hope 
than dread for the future, though 
their optimism is tempered by con- 
cerns about a decline in morality 
and basic values and an uncertainty 
about the growth of technology. 
And as the 20th Century draws to a 
close, they place great importance 
on the achievements made in the 
past 100 years. 

These are among the major find- 
ings of the newest edition of “The 
Shell Poll,” a quarterly opinion sur- 

vey of Americans conducted for 
Shell Oil Company by Peter D. Hart 
Research Associates. 

Two-thirds of Americans said 
they were optimistic and hopeful 
about the future for themselves and 
their family. When asked to 
describe their feelings regarding the 
coming of the new millennium, 
more Americans (30%) said “hope” 
than anything else. Nearly a quarter 
said “curiosity,” while only 6 per- 
cent said “worry” and just | percent 
said “dread.” They are slightly less 
optimistic about the future of the 
country as a whole, with just 58 per- 
cent describing themselves as hope- 
ful about the nation’s future. 

“The portrait that emerges in this 
study is of a citizenry that is both 
satisfied and proud of what has been 
accomplished in this century and 
hopeful and optimistic about what 
could be accomplished in the centu- 
ry ahead,” said Peter D. Hart. “But 
behind this broad picture of satisfac- 
tion, Americans have some very real 
concerns about the future.” 

When selecting from a list of 


choices, a solid majority of 
Americans believe both race rela- 
tions (57%) and physical fitness 
(52%) will be better 30 years from 
now. while more believe the stan- 
dard of living will be higher (43%) 
than think it will be worse (27%). 
Americans aren’t as optimistic 
about respect for values and morali- 
ty: 45 percent think values will be 
worse in the years ahead. They also 
worry about the crime rate, with far 
more (47%) saying it will be worse 
in 30 years than better (28%)). 

Surprisingly, young people aren’t 
as optimistic about the future of of 
their older counterparts. Americans 
under age 35 are very optimistic 
about their own lives (69%), but 
only a slim majority (52%) feel 
good about the prospects for the 
nation, with 45 percent expressing 
pessimism. On the other hand, 62 
percent of Baby Boomers say 
they’re optimistic, while just 34 per- 
cent describe themselves as pes- 
simistic. 

Further, Americans expect our 
daily lives to undergo substantial 
change. Nine in 10 believe cash 
will disappear, to be replaced by 
electronic cards; nearly eight in 10 
expect informal attire to be the norm 
in offices; almost two-thirds believe 
the traditional summer break for 
students will be replaced by a year- 
round schedule: nearly three-fourths 
think there will be more than two 
major political parties; and 55 per- 
cent believe fathers will spend as 
much time and energy raising chil- 
dren as mothers. 

More than six in !0 think the 
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United States will remain the 
world’s greatest power in the 21st 
Century, while 42 percent believe 
there’s a better than even chance the 
country will be involved in a major 
war in the next 30 years. In fact, 
more Americans (39%) list global 
war as their greatest fear for the 
future than any other potential cri- 
sis, even though a large majority 
(77%) cite terrorist attacks as a 
greater threat to the country than 
military conflict with another 
nation. 

Health: 

Americans have great confidence 
about the future of health care. A 
majority of Americans believe sev- 
eral diseases and illnesses - includ- 
ing spinal cord injuries, diabetes, 
hepatitis, food-born diseases, can- 
cer, AIDS, herpes, multiple sclerosis 
and Alzheimer’s disease - will be 
cured within 30 years. When asked 
to name which disease should 
receive the most research funding in 
that period, 48 percent chose cancer, 
making it far and away the top 
choice over the second highest 
funding priority: AIDS (22%). 

Technology: 

People have more conflicting 
feelings toward technology. Despite 
the major technological advance- 
ments of the 20th Century. 55 per- 
cent say technology will be an 
equally positive and negative force 
in the future. And even though a 
Majority believes there’s a good 
chance scientists will clone human 
beings in the next 30 years, a large 
number (58%) say that possibility is 
what they dread most about living in 
the next century. Americans rate the 
computer as being the most signifi- 
cant technological development of 
the 20th Century, with almost twice 
as many citing it as its closest com- 
petitor, the automobile. 

Y2K: 

Americans are very well aware of 
the “Y2K" computer problem. 
Nearly eight in 10 say they know 
about it, while almost a third say it 
is a very serious problem. When 
given a list of potential problems 
that could result from “Y2K” com- 
puter malfunctions, more Americans 
(30%) are worried Social Security 
and other government benefits 
won't be provided. Just more than 
one in five are more worried by the 
prospect of losing banking and 
insurance company records because 
of “Y2K." 

The 20th Century: 

When asked to name one or two 


of the most important changes in 
America during the past 100 years, 
58 percent said improvements in 
medicine and technology, while 30 
percent cited the growth of civil 
rights for African-Americans and 
nearly a quarter said legal and social 
equality for women. Interestingly, 
the combined number who said the 
growth of civil rights for African- 
Americans and social equality for 
women (54%) is nearly equal to the 
number who said improvements in 
medicine and technology. Far fewer 
named the United States’ becoming 
a super power, the country’s eco- 
nomic expansion and the growth of 
the federal government as being the 
most significant changes. 

Other interesting findings 
include: 

¢ Americans expect the biggest 
changes to be in education over the 
next 30 years. When asked to name 
one or two areas where great change 
will take place, 45 percent said edu- 
cation, while nearly a quarter said 
the workplace and politics. Further, 
36 percent selected “improvements 
in education” as one of their greatest 
hopes for the future from a list of 
choices, ranking it ahead of “less 
crime” (34%) and better race rela- 
tions (29%). 

¢ Thirty percent say the develop- 
ment of penicillin and other antibi- 
otics is the greatest medical break- 
through of the 20th Century, while 
nearly a quarter said organ trans- 
plants and just more than one in five 
said the discovery of DNA. 

* When asked to name which 
20th Century household invention 
would be the hardest to live with- 
out, 57 percent said the refrigerator, 
choosing it over air conditioning, 
the washing machine, microwave 
oven, dishwasher and vacuum 
cleaner. 

¢ A large number of Americans 
think Michael Jordan, Bill Cosby 
and Oprah Winfrey will be remem- 
bered in 30 years. On the other 
hand, substantial majorities believe 
Leonardo DiCaprio, Roseanne and 
George Clooney will be forgotten. 

¢ Large numbers of Americans 
believe long-standing institutions 
such as the Red Cross (93%), 
Harvard University (90%), Caca- 
Cola (89%), Major League 
Baseball (79%), and the U.S, Postal 
Service (78%) and The New York 
Times (72%) still will be around at 
the end of the 21st Century. 

¢ Nearly half believe Biblical 
prophecies can accurately predict 


the future, while slightly more than 
one in five think the Farmer's 
Almanac is as astute fortune-teller. 
Twenty-one percent say astrologers 
can predict the future, and [6 per- 
cent believe psychics can. Just one 
in 10 think pollsters can do so. 

¢ Almost seven in 10 believe 
there’s a good chance women will 
earn as much as men 30 years from 
now, though more men (82%) think 
so than women (57%). 

¢ When given a choice from a list 
of potential future breakthrough, 
more Americans (35%) would pre- 
fer to see medical advances that 
would create safe and foolproof 
birth control than would help devel- 
op weight-control medication 
(30%). Twelve percent chose 
advances in anti-aging skin prod- 
ucts, while 7 percent would prefer 
breakthroughs in hair-loss preven- 
tion. 

¢ Four in 10 believe people will 
retire later than they do now, while 
just more than a quarter think they 
will retire earlier. 

¢ Forty percent think patriotism is 
the American character trait most 
likely to disappear in 30 years, mak- 
ing it the top choice among a list 
including belief in personal free- 
dom, belief in personal freedom, 
belief in equality and belief in free 
enterprise. 

* Americans expect women’s bas- 
ketball and soccer to gain in popu- 
larity. More believe football, base- 
ball, basketball and hockey just will 
maintain their current levels of pop-

Private morality? 


Is it wrong to make private morality 
into a public issue’? Should a lesbian 
public school teacher have the right to 
set up private counseling for “sexually 
confused” students in “safe zones”? 
Such a program was set up in a 
Connecticut school to provide sexually 
troubled kids with adult counseling 
which encouraged the homosexual 
lifestyle. Several class rooms were 
marked with pink triangle decal’s 
assuring any sexually confused student 
of privacy during counseling. The pro- 
gram was publicly exposed and 
stopped by onc student's mother. The 
lesbian public schoo! teacher then sued 
the mother for libel and slander. Was 
this mother wrong for making a public 
issue of private morality? 

A pastor of a church in Binghamton. 
New York wrote an open letter in USA 
Today challenging then-candidate Bill 
Clinton’s moral stand on abortion, 
homosexuality, and sexual abstinence 
outside marriage. For this public 
proclamation on moral issues. the IRS 
revoked the church’s tax-exempt sta- 
tus. In a four year court battle which 
required the IRS to tum over 6.000 
pages of documents. the IRS was clear- 
ly shown to target the conservative 
church while ignoring liberal churches. 


The IRS documents alerted agents to 
watch for specific code words and 
phrases such as “pro-life” or “conserv- 
ative.” Was this pastor wrong for 
expressing views on abortion. homo- 
sexuality, and sexual abstinence out- 
side marriage? 

When does private morality become 
a public issue? Are those who fight 
hardest to keep private morality out of 
the public realm, often ashamed of 
having their private moral conduct 
revealed? And when private morality 
leads to public shame, does it threaten 
public honesty? Are those who lie to 
defend private morality, more tempted 
to betray public trust? Are such per- 
sons more open to blackmail, bribery, 
or extortion to protect their image? 
Persons who will lie over such private 
moral issues, will always be wearing 
price tags upon their integrity. Their 
public honor will be suspect. 

It is no accident that God made per- 
sonal faith and truth the most important 
qualifications for the first civic leaders 
chosen by the people in Israel. 
(Exodus 18:21) “Moreover thou shalt 
provide out of all the people able men, 
such as fear God, men of truth, hating 
covetousness: and place such over 
them, to be rulers of thousands, and

Franklin is one step closer to[ Now OPEN 
$25,000 college scholarship 


Kip Franklin, a seventh grade stu- 
dent at Grayling Middle School 
(GMS), won the school-level com- 
petition of the National Geography 
Bee December 9 and a chance at a 
$25,000 college scholarship. 

GMS social studies classes held 
preliminary competition from 
November 30 to December 3. The 
top winner in each classroom 
advanced to the next level of compe- 
tition held on December 4. This 
group of 21 students was narrowed 
down to ten students who competed 
in the final round, which Franklin 
won. 

The school-level bee, at which stu- 
dents answered oral questions on 
geography, was the first round in the 
Iith annual National Geography 
Bee. 

The Bee is sponsored by the 
National Geographic Society and 
BANK ONE. This year, BANK 
ONE is giving each school that reg- 
isters for the Bee a one-year mem- 
bership in the National Geographic 
Society, which includes a subscrip- 
tion to their magazine. 


Thousands of schools around the 
United States and in the five US. 
territories participated in school- 
level bees. 

The school winners, including 
Franklin, will now take a written test 
and up to 100 of the top scorers in 
each state and territory will be eligi- 
ble to compete in their state bees 
scheduled for April 9. 

The two sponsors will provide an 
all expenses-paid trip to Washington. 
D.C. for the state champions and 
their teacher-escorts to allow them to 
Participate in the National 
Geography Bee national champi- 
onship on May 25 and 26. 

The first place national winner 
will receive a $25,000 college schol- 
arship. 

Alex Trebek, host of Jeopardy, 
will moderate the national finals on 
May 26. The program will be pro- 
duced by Maryland Public 
Television and will air on PBS sta- 
tions.
